And one of the skeletons turned out to be that of a 
g irl!

Each was encased in th* remnants of a blue uniform, 
clearly identifiable as u< is by the tarnished brn 
buttons, 
The girl had apparently been som«* 17 *>r 18 years of age.

izing little fragment, which tells us almost nothing, but 
which sets the imagination to work frantically.

If so, how did she get in the arm.v in \ uw of the fac t that 
Civil W ar recru’ts had to undergo physical examination: 
just as p*# • : t day soldiers do? 
Or was she, perhaps, the sweetheart of one of the 
soldiers, who had obtained a uniform in -mm manner, 
disguised herself in it, et pt n to « amp In 
onie hook <*r 
crook to be near he r love r. and had be* n caught with him 
when the unexpected swirl of buttle broke over Grant’s 
army? 
Was he one of the eight win» wa re buried with Iu t ? 
Or did they get sepaiutvd in the k . i of battle, so that 
he never Knew* what happened to h* r? 
These are qu« stions that cannot po siblv be answer­ 
ed; 
but w’ho can read the little 
lory without wishing 
earnestly that they could be? 
These relief workers dug up one of history’s most 
fascinating fragments — hut it can never be anything 
more than a fragment, a footnote to a tab* of battle, hint 
ing at much that we would like to see revealed. 
The nine skeletons have been buried in a new grave 
in Shiloh Cemetery, now. 
The only marker is a tablet, 
inscribed “ Nine Unknown Union Soldiers.”
